Sig Atkinson has some interesting 
comments on 
tornadoes 
in 
his 
Brownfield News column, worth 
passing on. He cites facts from the 
current edition of the Texas 
Almanac, among which are the word 
that tornadoes are most apt to occur 
during the months of April, May and 
June. Other comments follow: 
“They occur with the greatest 
frequency between the hours of 4 
and 8 p.m. During a 20-year period 
(1951-1970), slightly more than one- 
fourth of the tornadoes recorded in 
the state came during the month of 
May. 
“Partly due to the state’s size, 
more tornadoes have occurred in 
Texas than any other state, a total of 
1,907 during the 20-year period. 
Actually, in the number of tornadoes 
per 10,000 square miles of area, 
Texas ranks ninth among the 50 
states, with an average of 3.6 per 
year. 
“The greatest outbreak of tor­ 
nadoes on record in Texas was 
associated with Hurricane Beulah in 
September of 1967 when 115 tor­ 
nadoes are known to have occurred, 
with 67 of those coming in one day. 
“What was the most costly tor­ 
nado ever to hit Texas? The I ubbock 
tornado of May ll, 1970, again ac­ 
cording to the Texas Almanac. 
Twenty-six persons were killed, 500 
injured and damage was recored 
estimated at $135,000,000. 
“Fifteen square miles, almost 
one-quarter of the city of Lubbock, 
suffered dam age. 
There were 
almost as many deaths in the 
Lubbock tornado as were recorded 
in the worst hurricane ever to hit the 
state. Hurricane Carla caused 34 
deaths and 465 injuries. Property 
and crop 
dam age 
were 
con­ 
servatively 
estim ated 
at 
$300,000,000.’’

Hamlin’s turnout for the voting 
Saturday, while it was not up any 
where near its full potential, was 
above average and those who did 
take the time to vote are to be 
commended. 
The most encouraging part of the 
election was the number of local 
people who got involved in the issues 
and candidates and worked hard to 
get the voters out. This is the life 
blood of our political system and can 
make Hamlin a force to be reckoned 
with in this area. 
There are a great many important 
political issues that come up from 
time to time that could have a strong 
bearing on the well being and future 
of Hamlin. And for our desires and 
wishes to be considered, the people 
of Hamlin and this area must 
become actively involved in the day 
to day politics at the local, county, 
district and state levels. 
To many people politics is a dirty 
word, but this is true only when the 
public does not concern itself with 
the issues and the candidates. It is 
when the decisions are made in the 
back rooms rather than by the 
public that politics becomes dirty. 
Because of the work done by many 
people here during the first and 
second Democratic Primaries, 
Hamlin will have a much greater 
say in county and area government 
for the years to come. Just because 
Hamlin lies on the fringe area of the 
county does not mean that we should 
not be concerned about what hap­ 
pens at the court house in Anson. But 
to have a say in matters concerning 
county government you have to 
become involved. 


Sig Atkinson has some interesting 
comments on tornadoes in his 
Brownfield News column, worth 
passing on. He cites facts from the 
current edition of the Texas 
Almanac, among which are the word 
that tornadoes are most apt to occur 
during the months of April, May and 
June. Other comments follow: 
“They occur with the greatest 
frequency between the hours of 4 
and 8 p.m. During a 20-year period 
(1951-1970), slightly more than one- 
fourth of the tornadoes recorded in 
the state came during the month of 
May. 
“Partly due to the state’s size, 
more tornadoes have occurred in 
Texas than any other state, a total of 
1,907 during the 20-year period. 
Actually, in the number of tornadoes 
per 10,000 square miles of area, 
Texas ranks ninth among the 50 
states, with an average of 3.6 per 
year. 
“The greatest outbreak of tor­ 
nadoes on record in Texas was 
associated with Hurricane Beulah in 
September of 1967 when 115 tor­ 
nadoes are known to have occurred, 
with 67 of those coming in one day. 
“What was the most costly tor­ 
nado ever to hit Texas? The I nbbock 
tornado of May ll, 1970, again ac­ 
cording to the Texas Almanac. 
Twenty-six persons were killed, 500 
injured and damage was recored 
estimated at $135,000,000. 
“Fifteen square miles, almost 
one-quarter of the city of Lubbock, 
suffered damage. 
There were 
almost as many deaths in the 
Lubbock tornado as were recorded 
in the worst hurricane ever to hit the 
state. Hurricane Carla caused 34 
deaths and 465 injuries. Property 
and crop damage 
were 
con­ 
servatively 
estimated 
at 
$300,000,000.”
